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Students' Society tightens 
security system in Union

A tight new security system has been introduced into 
the Union this fall as a result of the discovery that thousands 
of dollars of Students' Society money was being stolen by 
enterprising students. 

Illegal long distance telephone calls totalling $12,000, 
bookstore shrinkage of almost $20,000, and numerous other 
leakages resulted in the new security measures. 

"Last year this place was wide open," commented 
Building Manager John Jones, who took over the position 
last June; "Master keys were easily obtained, and a person 
could get Into any room If he put his mind to If." 

But this year the only master key In existence is the one 
In Jones's back pocket. There Is also one set of sub-master 
keys, which is passed from porter to porter a^ they change 
shifts. 

Before they receive their keys, club presidents must sign 
an inventory list accepting responsibility for contents of 
their office. Names of others allowed to enter must be sub- 
mitted to the Building Manager. 

"The student executive committee set a good precedent," 
Jones said, "by relinquishing their right to hold master keys." 

The bill for illegal telephone calls last year included a 
$560 call to Germany. Ternporary measures taken to dale 
this year have uncovered more than $100 in unauthorized 
colls from one office alone. 

Jones stressed that it is getting harder and harder to get 
one through without getting caught. By the beginning of 
November on automatic system will make it impossible to 
make a long-distance call without going through the switch- 
board. 

Bookstore losses ore expected to diminish because of a 
locked storage area built over the summer in the sub 
basement. (Continued on page 2)

Carleton opens co-op bookshop 

OTTAWA (CUP) - A student co-operative bookstore at Carleton University has forced prices 
at the Administration-run bookstore down five per cent. 





"This proves they're operating 
on a profit basis and channelhig 
the funds Into general university 
revenue," co-op organizer Jim 
Russell said last Thursday. He 
said the university boolcstore 
prices for books sold by the co-op 
dropped to between the old price 
and the co^p price. 

Russell and his eight-man crew 
obtained their books on consign- 
ment from the Student Christian 
Movement bookstore in Toronto. 
Packaged into complete course 
bundles, co-op books sell six to 
18 per cent below university 
prices. 

The co-operative, operating at 
the main Junction of the under- 
ground tunnels which link all 
Carleton buildings, opened Thurs- 
day. It offers book sets for four 
first- and second-year /English 
courses, and a set for a compul- 
sory humanities course. 

Russell said his group aims to 
establish a full bookstore in the 
fall of 1067, pending the success 
of this year's pilot. "And it's 
looking very good," he said. "It's 
so good, professors and depart- 
ments are helping us, contrary 
to administration edicts." 
Like most Canadian universi- 



ties, Carleton does not make pu- 
blic its accounts. But Russell es- 
timates all required books .could 



be sold at an average of 12 per 
cent below current bookstore 
prices.

attack upon Anglo-Saxon entrenchment as 
personified in the Faculty of McGill. 

Mr. Roberts admits: "I have not surveyed 
my Alma Mater personally. Nor have I spent 
much time lately asking undergrads what 
they wont to get out of a college education." 
In fact, he indicates no desire whatsoever to 
meet students — certainly not on their own 
level .Therefoi^e he cannot conceive of edu- 
cational^. Jrnpro>gBmen about 
throùgh'Wlïe^consclentloiJV^^ under- 
graduates who are actually concerned with 
upgrading the present lecture system. Re- 
gardless of Mr. Roberts' ideas on students 
(and there is -a grain of truth in what he. 
soys) the Course Guide does not support any 
one philosophy of higher, education; it me- 
rely presents both majority and minority 
opinioris on each course surveyed. It cannot 
interpret student values. Its authors are the 



students themselves, who represent a 
large variety of backgrounds and attitudes. 
MK Roberts appears c|uiie shocked at the 
criticism of what he terms 'first-rate profes- 
sors'; academic qualifications do not pro- 
^duce a good teacher. Thè Course Guide is 
not concerned with the research abilities of 
faculty members, but is designed to foréf^il 
a 'publish or perish' approach to téachingpoî 
McGill. Nor are istudents particularly inte- 
rested in Leslie Roberts' personal relattori- 
ships with McGill professors; a tèochbr's con- 
versational abilities in the Faculty Club or 
anywhere else off-campus are not necessa- 
rily an indication of classroom performance. 

"Looking backward . . ." as he is wont to 
phrase this >abit, Mr. Roberts romanticizes 
the 'old ^ school' of lecturers, and can only 
deplore today's practice of course evalua- 
tions as "assassination by computer". He is 
bewildered by the simplest technique in 
efficiency — the compilation of raw data by 
computer. Mr. Roberts even hints that thé 
Course Guide was distributed in some un- 
derhand manner, and that the publishers 
deliberately, neglected to reprint a copy of 
the questionnaire in the Guide itself. May it 
be said that this document was never in- 
tended for consumption by the questiiori' 
noire. Mr. Roberts may rest.dssured, mean- 
while, that McGill professors on the whole 
^'bat' more than ,300; indeed, a tabulation of 
overall ratings reYeqls that over 55% of 
those professors suifveyed were evaluated ds 
satisfactory or better.-

Ontario government favors Viet Nam qnthwor committee formeil 

federal education expenditure 



OTTAWA (CUP) — Unlike the federal government, the Ontario 
provincial government places a higher priority on federal aid 
to education than it does on medical insurance for all Canadians. 



Premier John Robarts told the 
federal ■ provincial tax structure 
committee last Wednesday that 
Ontario supports the principle of 
universal public medicare, but 
welcomed the decision of the 
federal government to postpone 
its scheme until July 1, 1968. 

However, the provincial govern* 
ment does not approve of post- 
poning federal aid to education. 

"While Ontario believes firmly 
in the desirability of universal 
medicare schemes for Canadians, 



we are convinced that . . . expend- 
itures on higher education de; 
serve the greatest priority," the 
Premier said. 

Medicare is already universal- 
ly available in Ontario through 
the Ontario Medical Services In- 
surance Plan and various private 
insurance schemes, but the prov- 
ince does not have sufficient fa-, 
cilities and personnel : to ^«ccom- 
modate and téàch'stiidénts already 
in their final high school years, 
he said. 



A group of students opposed 
to the war iri' Viet Nam form- 
ed a campus committee last 
(light to unify opinion against 
the hostilities. 

The Committee to End the 
War in Viet Nam will hold its 
first open meeting today at 
1 pm in Rm B23 of the Union.
